It is 
our duty to meet them at the gates and offer them the Bread of Life 
It is impossible for each of us to go in person to do this work but 
we can bear up the hands of those who are engaged in this blessed 
business. A Baptist, possessing the truth as we verily believe we 
do, should press our claims in the new towns and in everv place 
where the true Word is not preached.

REPORT ON HOME MISSIONS. 

Your Committee on the Home Board beg leave to report the fol- 
lowing: The report of the Home B,oard to the Southern Baptist 
Convention sets forth the fact that the needs of the home work 
were never more urgent than now. The widening of the field ; the 
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growing interest among the native population ; the demands of the 
work among the Indians; the increasing demands of the brother in 
black ; the urgent needs of the work among the foreign population, 
and the increasing interest of the work in the Island of Cuba, all 
invite the heralds of the Cross with an open Bible and pure Gospel. 
In many rural districts of the South, once rich in resources and 
blessed with nourishing churches, have been, by removals to the 
towns and cities, reduced to poverty and in numbers so as to need 
the aid of the more favored sections ; and the new towns and cities 
need the home missionary to gather these forces and so organize 
them into churches that they will not be lost to the denomination. 
The Baptists of the South have been engaged in the mission work 
in the Indian Territory for about fifty years, and there are to-day as 
many native Baptist believers and native preachers and churches, 
according to population, as any people on the globe. The colored 
people are among us, and that to stay. They are dependent and 
confiding ; they will lean on something or somebody. The majority 
of the negro preachers are wholly unfit for leadership ; 'tis the blind 
leading the blind. Thousands of them are Baptists and we owe it 
to them to lend a helping hand whenever we find them in difficulty 
and doubt, and in their wanderings amidst designing political dem- 
agogues to direct them in the paths of truth and sobriety. The for- 
eign population is increasing very rapidly in the South, and it 
behooves us to try and reach them with the pure Word of Truth and 
bring them to Christ. The work among them is being prosecuted 
in Louisville, Ky., St. Louis," Mo., and in the less populous towns 
of Texas Your Committee would suggest that the problem of their 
evangelization finds its solution in the nature of the immigrants 
that come to our shores. It is to be hoped that our government will 
see to it that none but the better class of foreigners are allowed to 
make their homes among us, and forever exclude the pauper and 
criminal class. The work in the Island of Cuba still continues with 
unabated interest. The title to the house of worship in Havana 
was perfected in February last and the house dedicated. It was an 
event of great interest and gave an impetus to our work there not 
hitherto enjoyed. We owe to the Home Board our ardent prayers 
and a liberal amount of our Christian contributions. During the 
last vear the Home Board has had 406 missionaries in the field. 
Weeks of labor, 9,590; sermons and addresses, 43,453; baptisms, 
5 343- received bv letter, 4,638; total additions, 9,987; churches 
constituted, 244; houses of worship built, 143; Bibles and Testa- 
ments furnished, 6,000. Respectfully submitted,

REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

Your Committee on Foreign Missions submit the following : The 
subject of Foreign Missions has been prominently before the people 
of the Carey Association for many years. The name Carey itself 
is strongly suggestive of foreign missions, and shows that the found- 
ers of the Carey Association were desirous of emulating the exam- 
ple of William Carey, the eminent English missionary, whose name 
is almost a synonym for foreign missions, and in honor of whom our 
Association is named. Claiming to be missionaries and being mem- 
bers of the Carey Association, it might be supposed that we were 
all very zealous missionaries, but such is far from being the case. 
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While we are all missionaries by profession, many of us, probably a 
majority of us, are not so by practice. When we examine our sta- 
tistics we find that about seventeen cents per capita is all we con- 
tribute to the cause of missions, divided among the State, Home 
and Foreign Mission Boards. Is this small contribution the best 
we can do on account of abject poverty? We all know that this is 
not the case, because it is a well known fact that we individually 
waste many times the above named small sum each year on luxu- 
ries, many of which are worse than useless. Again, can it be that 
we are afraid our contributions are misapplied? It cannot be this, 
because the Boards give an account of where they place all con- 
tributions, and surely we cannot think that those consecrated men 
who have made a living sacrifice of their lives, laboring far from 
home and kindred in unfriendly climes and among strange people, 
could have any other object in view than doing the work of the 
Master, and in obeying his command to go into all the world and 
preach the gospel to every creature. 

We do not wish to worry the people on this point, but we are 
convinced that a majority of us are lacking in missionary spirit and 
enterprise, and do not think of the great work of foreign missions as 
we should. We wish to bring the subject home to the heart of 
each individual member of the Carey Association, to think whether 
or not it is our duty to help teach all nations, either by going Our- rv 

selves or helping others to go. < 

Our Baptist missionaries are struggling to establish Christianity 
in Italy, Japan, China, Africa, Brazil and Mexico. In all of these 
countries there are only a few missionaries among many millions of 
people, and they often encounter violent opposition and persecu- 
tion ; consequently the missions are not in as good condition as we 
wish, but we should never falter in our duty but continue to have 
faith. 

The great body of the Baptists of the world are to be found in our 
Southern States, and it devolves upon us to contribute largely to 
propagate Christianity from a Baptist standpoint among the people 
of foreign countries.

We recommend 
the course of the Sabbath School Convention to meet in May in- 
stead of July, Brethren, as Christians let us go to work to educate 
our youth in the word of God, thereby enabling them to better 
understand the preached word. The Sabbath School Convention 
meets in May, 1892. We recommend that all our Sabbath schools 
buy their literature through our Bible and Colportage Board at 
Opelika, Bro. J. B. Collier, Secretary.

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ON STATE OF THE CHURCHES. 

Your Committee on the State of the Churches beg leave to sub- 
mit the following : As we have no correct way of ascertaining the 
condition of the Churches but by their own reports in their 
letters, we cannot report favorably. We find the Churches— -that 
is a majority ot them— in an indifferent condition, seemingly at 
ease in Zion. Upon such woe is pronounced. They seem to forget 
that they are seed sowers for the Master and laborers in prayer to 
God for the germinating and fruiting of the seed sown. In many 
things are they lacking : in prayer meetings, for they that pray are 
they that live ; forgetting that they are their brother's keeper in 
teaching their children ; many derelict, un thoughtful of their re- 
sponsibility. If we neglect the instruction in the Sabbath school, 
around the family altar and from thesacred stand, in God's appointed 
way we will be far behind in duty, and will suffer loss ; but the 
Devi'l will teach them to their ruin and our sorrow. Let us— minis- 
ters deacons and lay brethren and sisters— wake up to a sense of 
our duty in prayer and in the Sunday school. We are not our own, 
but are the Lord's. Let all that we have and are be the Lord s. 
Then will all the churches be as a tree by the riverside, yielding 
fruit every moment. Let us be as the rock that filled the whole 
earth Subduing the kingdoms of darkness by Christ and his word. 
This is God's mission with us here. Let every church remember 
that it is God's teacher.

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. 

We your Committee on Temperance, ask to make the following 
report : God has said in his word, " Be temperate in all things, and 
" He that loveth me will keep my commandments. Therefore, 
brethren, this being true, we think the time has passed when any 
reasonable man will say that the traffic in ardent spirits is not a 
great evil, and the great problem among Christians long has been, 
what can be done to arrest the evil? Well, to believe that its use 
as a beverage is wrong, the remedy for the evil then is simple and 
plain. It is this : educate the people, especially the young, upon 
the subject of temperance, and teach and convince them that if they 
use and encourage in others the use of intoxicating liquors they are 
morally responsible for the evils that are sure to follow such a 
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course. Moral reforms can only be accomplished by moral means 
and to expect the attainment of an end without the use of the 
proper means is a failure. The people of this country cannot be 
driven into well doing, but they may be educated and led into it. 
Let this gentle means be used and temperance and other shining 
virtues will bless the land. Dear brethren, we come to you in be- 
half of weeping, sorrowing. mothers, fathers, wives, sisters, that are 
all over our land. Yes, we come in behalf of these suffering ones ; 
but behold the mighty throng of people, men, women and children, 
that are oegging, and by the power of Almighty God you will help 
to drive this great evil from our land. Dear brethren, but recently 
our attention was called to the following, which should be placed in 
every home in this Association : First, there are 215,000 saloons in 
the United States and 164,000 public schools, which shows a major- 
ity of ol.OOO saloons. Second, the people of the United States pay 
$80,000,000 j early for the support of the public schools, $1,484,000 000 
for the support of the saloons, which is $1,404,000,000 in favor of 'the 
saloons. Third, the value of the food products of our countrv for a 
single year is about $600,000,000, the cost of all the clothing" about 
$400,000,000, the cost of alcoholic drinks about $1,484,000,000 which 
shows $484,000,000 in favor of the saloons over both products and 
clothing. Although these are astounding facts, we believe that our 
people are growing in temperance, though we do not believe that 
one priest can lead us to victory. The seven priests sounded the 
trumpet with no uncertain sound, and, with God's help, caused the 
walls of Jericho to fall. When Christian ministers join in unity 
and are followed by men, women and children against this mighty 
giant of drink, surely he will totter and fall, never more to rise.

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CONSTITUTION. 



1. This Association shall meet annually as an advisory council, 
and shall be composed of messengers chosen by the Churches of 
this union, and all regularly ordained ministers of our faith and 
order within the bounds of the body. 

2. Each Church shall be entitled to two messengers, irrespective 
of numbers, and one for evfry additional fifty thereafter over fifty. 

3. The messengers and ministers thus convened shall be denom- 
inated the Carey Baptist Association. 

4. This Association shall have a Moderator and Clerk, who shall 
be chosen by the members present at each session, and shall be of 
the body, holding their offices until the next election. The Clerk 
shall also be Treasurer of the Association. 

5. The Churches of this union shall express in their letters the 
names of their messengers and their postoffices, Sabbath of meeting, 
amount of contributions, number baptized, received by letter, re- 
stored to fellowship, dismissed, excommunicated and dead since the 
last session of this Association. 

6. No act of the Association shall be binding on the Churches, 
but it shall be its duty to give advice in matters of difficulty and 
endeavor to preserve the union of the Churches. 

7. If any Churches desire to be admitted into this union they 
shall petition by letter and messengers, and upon examination, if 
found orthodox and orderly, shall be received by the Association. 

8. Any Church may withdraw from this Association at discre- 
tion, or, on application, may obtain a letter of dismission. 

9. This Association shall use her own discretion as respects the 
cause of missions, leaving the Churches and members to exercise 
their own opinion in such cases. 

10. If any Church in this union shall become offended with a 
sister Church in point of faith or practice, it shall be the duty of the 
aggrieved Church to endeavor to reclaim the Church thus offending, 
and if satisfaction cannot be obtained the aggrieved Church shall 
then call in the aid of one or two other Churches to act with the 
first two assisting Churches ; and it shall be the duty of the Churches 
thus called to investigate and decide upon the matter of dealing and 
to report the same to the Association; and if the said accused 
Church be guilty as charged, the Association shall withdraw 
from her. 

11. This Association may correspond with other Associations and 
Conventions of the same faith and order, and withdraw her corre- 
spondence at discretion, r 

12. Amendments to this Constitution may be made by two- 
thirds of the members in session. 

13. This Association may have power to adjourn to any time and 
place she may deem most convenient.

Ja tf^ K 9li r e of S°, d ' 8 ^^ shall be called, regenerated and 
sanctified by the Holy Ghost, and that the saints shall persevere in 
grace and never finally fall away. 

7. We believe that Baptism and the Lord's Supper are ordinances 
of Jesus Christ, and that true believers are the only proper subjects 

t° nCes ' a t at immersi on only is baptism. 

8. We believe in the resurrection of the dead and a general 
judgment, and that the punishment of the wicked will be everlast- 
ing and the joys of the righteous will be eternal. 

9. We believe that no minister has the right to administer ordi- 
nances-only such as are called of God and have come under the im- 
position of hands of a presbytery, and are in fellowship in the 
churches of which they are members. 



RULES OF DECORUM. 



1. This Association shall be opened and closed with prayer. 

2. Call for Letters from Churches and enroll the names of mes- 
sengers. 

3. Proceed to the election of Moderator and Clerk. 

4. cCall for Petitionary Letters from Churches desiring admission 
into this body. 

5. Appoint Committees on Preaching and Finance. 

6. Receive correspondents. 

7. Duties of Moderator.— It shall be the duty of the Moderator 
to call the members to order before the Association ; to receive and 
submit all questions regularly moved, and announce the result ; to 
enforce the observance of decorum in debate among the members 
and in general to perform all the duties incumbent upon a presiding 

8. Duties of Clerk.— It shall be the duty of the Clerk of the As- 
sociation to keep a fair record of the proceedings ; to notify commit- 
tees of their appointment; to preserve the papers belonging to the 
Association, and to attend to the printing of the Minutes, for which 
he shall receive a reasonable compensation. 

9. Duties of Members.— Any member rising to speak shall ad- 
dress the Moderator. 2. Any member, in speaking, shall confine 
himself to the subject under consideration. 3. No member shall 
speak more than thrice on the same subject without permission 
from the Moderator. 4. No member will be permitted to indulge in 
talking or whispering, or any indecorous conduct, to the annoyance 
of the body in time of debate. 5. No member shall absent himself 
from the body without permission of the Moderator. 

10. These Rules may be altered by a majority of the members at 
a regular session of this body.
